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INTRODUCTION 


This fifth edition of the Concise Oxford Dictionary of Quotations is 
based on the latest (sixth) edition of the Oxford Dictionary of 
Quotations, published in 2004. With yet more quotations from a 
wider range of sources to choose among, the task of abridging for 
the present text might seem to have been an even greater challenge 
than for previous editions. 

Fortunately for this edition we have had the invaluable assistance 
of a new resource: the Oxford English Corpus, a database of 
examples of English speech and writing. The Corpus was set up as 
a tool for the OUP dictionaries programme, and while it was 
designed primarily to examine the frequency of single words and the 
contexts in which they are used, it has also proved possible to use it 
to establish a guide to the frequency of occurrence of individual 
quotations. For the first time, therefore, we have been able to 
identify on a more statistical and scientific basis those quotations 
which are most likely to be encountered. Since these quotations are 
those about which the reader is most likely to enquire, that 
information has been of great value in preparing this book. 

Reassuringly, in many cases the frequency analysis has simply 
confirmed what was already received wisdom: Shakespeare and the 
Bible are indeed widely quoted. But it was particularly noticeable that 
while quotations from well-known plays such as Macbeth or Hamlet 
scored very highly, quotations from the minor plays were used much 
less. This reflected a general trend: that the words of famous people 
were more frequently quoted than those of obscure authors. Clearly 
people want to be able to say ‘As Churchill said...’, and expect their 
audience to identify the speaker without having to embark on further 
explanation. Traditional literary figures such as Jane Austen, 
Dickens, and Tennyson retain their place, and are joined by more 
quotations from major scientists, artists, and politicians. Areas which 



proved to be generally under-represented included songs and 
poetry, and, interestingly, North American culture. It is also clear that 
what might be described as inspirational and motivational quotations 
are particularly popular. Material from the seventeenth and 
eighteenth century (apart from the very famous authors), minor 
nineteenth-century poets, the earlier part of the twentieth century in 
general, and people of all periods who are no longer well-known had 
a much lower recognition factor. As a result, this book is very 
different from the previous edition, with more than 20% new 
material, and it should provide a closer guide to the quotations which 
are actually being used today than any other dictionary. 

New quotations inherited from the latest sixth edition of the Oxford 
Dictionary of Quotations include ‘Integrity has no need of rules’ 
(Albert Camus), ‘Courage is the price that Life exacts for granting 
peace’ (Amelia Earhart), ‘Nothing great was ever achieved without 
enthusiasm’ (R. W. Emerson), and Trifles make perfection, and 
perfection is no trifle’ (Michelangelo). New North American material 
ranges from the recent, such as the actor Michael J. Fox on his fight 
against Parkinson’s disease ‘It’s all about losing your brain without 
losing your mind’ and President George W. Bush on the ‘axis of evil’, 
to classic items such as William Lyon Mackenzie King’s ‘Not 
necessarily conscription, but conscription if necessary’ and Mark 
Twain’s ‘Few things are harder to put up with than the annoyance of 
a good example’. Some newer quotations have come into 
prominence since the publication of the Oxford Dictionary of 
Quotations, and so you will find here amongst others John 
Prescott’s comment on what happens when ‘plates appear to be 
moving’ and Donald Rumsfeld’s remark on looting in Iraq: ‘Stuff 
happens’. 

Whether you believe with Thomas Carlyle that ‘A good book is the 
purest essence of a human soul’ or merely agree with Pliny that 
there is ‘no book so bad that some good could not be got out of it’ I 
hope you will find something here for you. It is true that the humorist 
Robert Benchley said that The surest way to make a monkey of a 
man is to quote him’, but perhaps it is better to remember that the

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HOW TO USE THE DICTIONARY 


The sequence of entries is by alphabetical order of author, usually by 
surname but with occasional exceptions such as members of royal 
families (e.g. Diana, Princess of Wales and Elizabeth II), or 
authors known by a pseudonym (‘Saki’) or nickname (Caligula). 
Authors’ names are given in their most familiar form, so that we 
have Harold Macmillan (not Lord Stockton), George Eliot (not 
Mary Ann Evans), and H. G. Wells (not Herbert George Wells). 
Collections such as Anonymous and the Bible are included in the 
alphabetical author sequence. 

Author names are followed by dates of birth and death (where 
known) and brief descriptions. Cross-references are made to other 
entries in which the author appears, e.g. ‘see also Lennon and 
McCartney’. Within each author entry, quotations are separated by 
literary form: novels, plays, poems, with the form for which the 
author is best known taking precedence. Quotations from diaries, 
letters, and speeches are given in chronological order, and usually 
follow the literary or published works quoted. Quotations from 
secondary sources which can be dated within the author’s lifetime 
are arranged in sequence with diary entries and letters; undated and 
attributed quotations are arranged in alphabetical order of quotation 
text at the end of the entry. 

Contextual information regarded as essential to a full appreciation 
of the quotation precedes the text in an italicized note; information 
providing amplification follows the text. Each quotation is 
accompanied by a bibliographical note of the source from which it is 
taken. 

Cross-references to specific quotations are used to direct the 
reader to another related item. In each case a reference is given to 
the author’s name, followed by the page number and then the 
unique quotation number on that page (‘see Tennyson 311:22’). In 



some cases, the quotation may exist in two forms, or may depend 
on an earlier source not quoted in its own right; when this happens, 
the subordinate quotation is given directly below the quotation to 
which it relates. Authors who have their own entries are 
typographically distinguished by the use of bold (‘of William 
Shakespeare’, ‘by Mae West’) in context or source notes. 

Index 

The most significant words from each quotation appear in the 
keyword index, allowing individual quotations to be traced. Both the 
keywords, and the context lines following each keyword, are in strict 
alphabetical order. Singular and plural nouns (with their possessive 
forms) are grouped separately: for ‘some old lover’s ghost’ see 
lover; for ‘at lovers’ perjuries’ see lovers. Variant forms of common 
words (fresshe/fresh, luve/love) are grouped under a single heading: 
fresh, love. References are to the author’s name (usually in 
abbreviated form, as AUST for Jane Austen) followed by the page 
number and the unique number of the quotation on the page. Thus 
AUST 19:18 means quotation number 18 on page 19, in the entry 
for Jane Austen. 

Sayings and Slogans 

The appendix ‘Sayings and Slogans’ covers an extensive range of 
sayings including advertising and political slogans, catchphrases, film 
lines, newspaper headlines, and misquotations. Quotations in these 
sections are arranged alphabetically, and are not indexed.
